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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-17 and 18-19, drawn to a method for creating a network configuration 

for low degree of separation demand, classified in class 709, subclass 220 

(network computer configuration).

In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a method for 
creating a network configuration for low degree of separation demand, defining and calculating 
an RP. The method routes demand in order of an RP (routing priority) value. See MPEP §
